Another  magazine  which  is  not  new  but  which  might  perhaps  have  some  circulation  in  the 
schools  for  the  blind  if  it  were  better  known  is  The  Venture,  also  published  by  the  National 
Institute  for  the  Blind,  London*     It  contains  articles,   stories  and  other  features  of  interest 
to  blind  scouts  and   guides*     It  may  be  borrowed  from  the  New  York  Public  Library.

Initials  of  a  publishing  house  placed  after  a  title  indicate  that  the  book  is  published 
by  a  press  and  therefore  liable  to  be  ev^refbablc  from  any  of  the  libraries. 
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The  phrase,   always  put  In  parenthesis,   (Provided  by  the  U.S.  Government)   indicates  that 
the  title  comes  from  the  Government  and  therefore  is  in  all  of  the  twenty- four  libraries 
selected  to  circulate  Government  books.      Readers  .should  always  apply  to  their  nearest  library 
in  borrowing  these  Government  supplied  books. 

Initials  of  one  or  more  libraries  following  a  title  indicate  that  the  book  has  been  made 
by  hand  and  is  only  in  th^se  libraries.       Our  information  on  this  last  point  may  not  always 
be  complete.    In  order  to  avoid  confusion  the  name  of  the  0ity  in  which  a  library  i&  located 
is  given  to  designate  certain  libraries  instead  of  the  initials  of  th&se  libraries. 

The  initials  NIB  indicate  books  published  by  the  National  Institute  for  the  Blind,  London. 
At  present  there  is  little  information  to  guide  readers  in  their  efforts  to  borrow  these  books. 
A  statement  in  reference  to  the  libraries    /hich  usually  purchase  such  titles  will  be  made 
shortly.

Ellen  Glasgow,  in  her  novels,  has  broken  the  sentimental   tradition    of  the 
South— .the  tradition  in  which  she  herself  was  raised.     She  was  born  in  Richmond, 
Virginia,  April  22,  1874.     Because  she  was  a  delicate   child  she  was  not  sent  to  school. 
"Her  mother  taught  her  the  alphabet  from  one  of  Scott**  novels,   and  she  grew  up  in  her 
father*  s  fine  library,  studying  with  tutors   then  her  health  permitted  and  reading  vora- 
ciously whatever  she  chose.   Browning  became  her  favorite  poet."      Ihen  she   came  of  college 
age  she  attended  the  University  of  Virginia  and  made  Phi  Beta  Kappa. 

Mi S3  Glasgow* s  revolt  against  her  environment  began  very  quietly.   °he   was  a 
part  of  that  environment  herself  and  she     id  not  like  to  be     ialoyal  to  her  friends, 
so  wrote  anonymously.     None  of  her  family  .vas  aware  that  shn   was  writing  a  novel  until 
her  first  one,   The  Descendant,  was   finished.     The  first  quarter  of  the  book  was  rewritten 
on  the  advice  of     alter  Hines  ?age  and  it  was  published  in  1897. 

Her  first  success  came  in  1900  when  The  Voice  of  the  People  was    >ublirhed. 
While  writing  this  novel  Miss  Glasgow  defied  feminine  tradition  of  the  South  and  persauded 
a  friend  to  smuggle  her  into  the  Virginia  state  convention  where  she  got  a  description 
she  needed.     This  novel,   dealing  with  the  18P0«s,  was  the  first  of  a  series    vhich  was  to 
record  much  of  fee  social  history  ond  political  atmosphere  of  Virginia  from  the  1850*s 
to  the  present.      In  The  Battle  Ground   (1902),   she  went  back  to  Civil    7ar  times. 

Adherence  to  realiiy     as  the  core  of  Fiss  Glasgow»s  revolt,     she  insisted  on 
picturing  people  as  they  actually  were  and  not  just  as  they  had  al /ays  been  pictured  by 
others.     Furthermore,   she    dshed  to  break  away  from  the  false  sentiment  *nd  romanticism 
of  the  traditional  novel  of  the  South* 

Miss  Glas^w  protester]  against   the  old  system  of  chivalry  in   7hich  a  woman's 
education  "was  designed  to  paralyze  her  reasoning  faculties"  in  Virginia  and  Life  and 
Gabriella.      Two  more  novels  about  women  followed:  The  Builders  and  Barren  Ground. 

In  1925  Miss  Glasgow  said  "'That  the  South  needs  now  is— blood  and  irony".   And 
she   proceeded   with  social  satire.   The  wit  she  had  laid  aside  in  Barren  Ground  appeared 
full  and  sparkling  in  The  Romantic  Comedians  and  later  in  They  Stooped  to  Folly. 

J.tho  she  has  travelled  extensively  Miss  Glasgow  confesses     *ne  has  always  been 
a  home  person.     She  lives  at  Number     ne,    'est  Main  -treet,  Richmond,   in  a  duelling  a 
hundred  years  old  that  is  proudly  resisting  the  oncoming  of  industrialism.      It  has  a  self- 
sufficing  air.     In  the  heart  of  the  city,  its  iron  fence  encloses  flov/ering  shrubs  and  a 
garden  securely  hidden  behind.      In  this  garden  Mi  as  Glasgow  writes  in  perfect  seclusion. 
The  square  old  house  has  big  rooms  with  open  fireplaces  and  many  ancient  furnishings. 
She  entertains  such  famous  writers  as  James  Branch  Cabell,  Mary  Johnston,  Joseph  Eergeah- 
eimer«  and  Hugh     alpole. 

Miss  Glasgow  is  of  good  height,    \Ltho  not  tall,    ?ith  wavy  dark  hair  and  lively 
brown  eyes.   °he  finds  life  agreeable  and  amu  ing.     -he  suffers  from  a  slight  deafness 
which  she  does  not  allow  to  become  a  handicap  in  life.     Retlier,   she  dismisses  the  dif- 
ficulty and  enters  into  conversation,  becoming  a  part  of  everything  that  goes  on. 

following  the  publication  of  The  Bomantic  Comedians  she  told  how,   during  the 
long  months  of  waiting  for  The  Descendant  to  the  published  after  acceptance,   she  h***

Milton;    from  The  Story  of  the  World's  Literature,  by  John  Macy. 

Milton!    thou  shouldst  be  living  at  this  hour. 

Wordsworth. 

Milton's  life  extends  over  threequarters  of  the  seventeenth  century,   and  he  was,   as  we 
see  him  now,   the   giant  of  his  time  and  the  chief  English  poet  after  Shakespeare.      His  biog- 
raphy is  more   important  and  more   interesting  than  the  biographies  of  most  poets,  because  it 
is  involved  with  the  history  of  his  age.      To  be  sure,  every  poet  is  affected  by  the   world  he 
lives  in  and  is  the  child  of  his  time,    and  some  poets  have  taken  their  part  in  practical 
affairs.      But  Milton* s  life  might  be  made   the  basis  of  the   spiritual  history  of  the   seven- 
teenth century.     In  his  youth  he   is  a  brilliant  scholar  and  precocious  poet,   an  Elizabethan 
in  spirit.     His  first  appearance  in  print  is    a  eulogistic  poem  prefixed  to   the  second  folio 
^of  Shakespeare  in  1632.     He  writes  the  exquisite   short  poems,   ML*  Allegro,"  "II  Penseroso," 
and"Lycidas."     If  he  had  died  then  he  would  hold  a  high  place  among  English  lyric  poets.  At 
the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War  in  1642  he   took  the  side  of  the  rebels,   turned  his  back  on  the 
muse  for  twenty  years  and  devoted  his  energies  to  pamphlets  in  behalf  of  liberty.     He  be- 
came blind  partly  as  a  result  of  his  labors  as  Cromwell's  secretary  of  foreign  languages. 
When  the  Commonwealth  fell  and  the  monarchy  was  restored  he  was  saved  from  the  scaffold   by 
his  friends  and  by  the  fact  that  officialdom  was  after  bigger  game  than  a  poor  poet*     He 

went  into   retirement  and   spent  the  rest  of  his  life   in  the   composition  of  his  masterpieces, 
— v 

^"Paradise  Lost, ""Paradise  Regained,"   and  "Samson  Agonistes."     His  career  thus  falls  into 

three  periods   corresponding  to  the  political  history  of   the   century:    the  twilight  of  the 

Elizabethan  age,  the  Commonwealth,  and  the  Restoration  of  the  monarchy. 

The  early  poems  of  Milton  show  no   sign  of  youthful  fumbling;   he   discovered  his  lyric 

genius   at  once.     The  D  "Hymn  on  the  Morning  of  Christ's  Nativity,"  written  when  he  was 

twenty-one,    is  magnificent,   and  announces  the  poet  who  was  later  to   turn  the  Christian  theme 

into   an  epic.     "L* Allegro"    is  full  of  the   joy  of  life!.   I* 

"And-young— «ad-oid-t?ome-ferth-  to  play 
0n«  a  Sunshine  Holiday. 
Till  the  live- long-  daylight   fail, 
Then  to  the  Spicy  Nut-brown  Ale. 

Which  reminds  us   that  Puritanism  was  not  necessarily  hostile  to  earthly  pleasures.     And 

Milton  himself  is  proof  that   it  was  not  in  its  early  stages  the   enemy  of  art,  or  freedom  of 
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thought.      It  was  originally  a  movement  to  purify  the  church  and  correct  obvious  abuses. 

It  had  its  fanatical   side  which  is  caricatured  in  Macaulay's  famous  dictum  that  the  Puritans 

objected  to   bear-baiting  not  because   it  hurt  the  bear  but  because  it  pleased  the  people. 

The  Puritan  opposition  to  the   theaters,  which  resulted  in  their  being  closed  and  attendance 

at  any  performance  being  made  a  crime,   was  not   antogonism  to  dramatic  art  but  moral  revolt 

against  an  institution  which  had,    in  point  of  fact,  become  rotten.     Milton  loved  the 

theater,    as   is  shown   in  the   lines: 

Then  to  the  well-trod  stage  anon, 
If  Jonson's  learned  Sock  be  on, 
Or  sweetest  Shakespeare,    fancy's  child 
Warble  his   native  Wood- notes  wild. 

It  was  possible  for  a  man  to  be  an  artist  and  a  lover  of  life  and   at  the   same  tine  be  a 

Puritan.     There  wa3  a  strong  element  of  Puritanism   in  Spenser  and  in  Sidney.     And  they  would 

not  have  sympathized  any  more   than  would  Milton  with  the  narrow-minded   ignorance  into  which 

Puritanism  developed.     To  Milton  and   to  other  poets  of  the  seventeenth  century  religion 

was  not  a  painful  austerity  but  a  solemn  delight.    -5?he--#ell©wiag-  lines-  from  nIl  Penseroso" 

xesa4«d--us™tliat  he   was  himself  an  organist,   trained  in  music  by  his  father: 

But  let  my  due  feet  never  fail 
To  walk  the  studious  cloister's  pale, 
And  love  the   high  embowed  roof, 
With  antique  pillars  massy  proof, 
And  storied  windows  richly  dight, 
^  Casting  a  dim  religious   light. 

There  let  the  pealing  organ  blow 

To  the   full-voiced  quire  below, 

In  service  high  and  anthems  clear, 

As  many  with  sweetness  ,  through  mine   ear, 

Dfraaolve  me— into  e-cstasies. 

The   strongest  of  Milton's  early  poems  is  "Lycidas ,"   a  lament  for  the   death  of  a  friend. 

It  is  one  of  three  great  threnodies  in  English  literature;    the  other  two  are  Shelley's 

"Adonais"   and  Tennyson^  "In  Memoriam."     The  masque,   "Comus,"  which  was  written  for  a  private 

entertainment,    shows  Milton's  close  relation  to  Elizabethan  drama.      If  he  had  lived  a 

generation  earlier  he  would  undoubtedly  have  been  a  dramatist,    as  he   showed  that  he  could 

be   in  "Samson  Agonistes,"  written  toward  the  end  of  his  life. 


"Paradise  Lost"   is  the  one   epic   poem  in  English  which  has   the  dignity  of  the  classic 
epic.     And  though  its  subject  is  biblical,   it   resembles     the   classics,   rather  than  Dante's 
"Commedia,"  with  which   it   is  usuallyand  somewhat  futilely   compared.     Milton  takes  the  story, 
which  is  told   in  a  few  words  in  the  Book  of  Genesis,  and  elaborates  it   into  twelve  books 
of  stately   blank  verse.     The  essential  subject  is  Hebraic-Christian;    the  English  is  so  sound 
that   it  has  become    the  acknowledged  standard  of  poetical   diction;   but  the  structure,    the 
method,  multitudes  of   the  metaphors   and  allusions  are  pure  pagan.     Eve  is  more  lovely  than 
Pandora,   and  the  "great  Creator"  of  Adam   and  JSve  lives  on  the   same  page  with  "Jove's 
authentic  fire."     Since  everybody   knows  the  story  and  there  is  no  question  about  the  plot, 
and  our  aim  is  only  to  enjoy  Milton's  verbal  splendor,   I  suggest  that  the  first  four  books 
wirell  read  are  enough,   and  that  "Paradise  Regained"   has  not  the  sonorous  beauty  of  "Paradise 
Lost".     This  is  hersy,   but  it  has  the  authority  of  no  less  a  scholar  than  Charles  Eliot 
Norton,   who  thought  that  two  books  of  "Paradise  Lost"  were  sufficient  to  give  us  a  sense  of 
the  whole.     But  we  cannot  omit  the  opening  of  the    third  book,  which  is  the  blind  poet's 
invocation  to  Celestial  Light.     And  there  are  glorious  passages  in  every  book.     Except  for 
some   dull  lines,   due   to   the  nodding  of  genius  and  the  fact  that  Milton  was  utterly  lacking 
in  self-critical  humor,  he   sustained  his  "grand  style"  to  the  end.      It  is  for  the   style 
that  we  read  "Paradise  Lost,"   for  interest  in  the   theme   is  not  so  keen  nowadays  as  it  was 
^ffhen  people  believed  it  to  be  gospel  truth.     ¥0  us  Milton's  originality,   aside  from  the 
phrasing,    is  his   development  of   the  character  of  Satan,  who   is  the  real  hero  of  the  poem. 
Adam  and  kve  are  only  victims,   and  God  and  the  angels  are  shadowy.      Satan  is  splendidly 
vivid,   the  prime  mover   of  the  entire  action. 

Milton's   final  masterpiece  is  "Samson  Agonistes."     Did  ever  poet  leave   this  earth  with 
a  more  lofty  valediction?     He  dramatizes  his  own  blindness  in  the  blind  Samson.      It  is  the 
nearest  approach  in  English  to   a  Greek  tragedy,   and  it   ends  on  a  serene  note: 
Calm  of  mind,    all  passion  spent. 
Milton  was  one  of  the   important  prose  writers  of  his   time  and  a  vigorous  controversial- 
ist and  pamphleteer.     The  age  was  hot  with   argument,   some  of  which  has  grown  cold,   and  some 
of  which  is  blurred  by  bad  temper.     But  some  of  his  essays  or  speeches  still  have  light,   and 
one   is  imperishably  incandescent,    the  "Areopagitica,"  on  the  liberty  of  printing,   which  is 
the  manifesto  for  all   time  of  those  who  belive  in  freedom  of  speech.     "Who  kills  a  man

kills  a  reasonable  creature,  God's  image;    but  he   who  destroys   a  good  book  kills  reason  it- 
self, kills  the   image  of  God."     After  nearly  three  hundred  years  we  are  still  asking 
Milton's  question:   "What  magistrate  may  not  be  misinformed,   and  much  the  sooner,   if  liberty 
of  printing  be  reduced  into  the  power  of  a  few?"     There  is  poetic  truth  in  Wordsworth* s 
lovely  line: 

Thy  soul  was  like  a  star  and  dwelt  apart. 
But  in  point  of  fact  Milton  was   for  the    twenty   central  years  of  his  life  in  the   thick  of 
the  conflict,    and  he  is  distinguished  among  all  English  poets  for  his  insuperable  intellectual 
strength.

In  an  inkprint  magazine  entitled  Printers  Ink  in  the  issue  of  January  17th,   an  article 
on  "Women's  Leisure  Time'1  by  Wadsworth  H.Mullen,   shows  that  in  a  canvass  of  morf.   than 
3,000   vomen  in  585  cities  and   tome  7    vomen  out  of  10  stated  tat  reading  is  the  way  they 
usually  spend  their  evenings,   and  nearly  half  of  those  called  u:>on  were  reading  a  book 
at  the  time  the   investigator  made  his  visit.     The  group  was  anal$zed  in  order  to  supply 
advertiser  with  a  fresh  picture  of  what    vomen  were     oing  with  the  leisure  made  possible 
by  modern  household  inventions.   Six  out  of  7  of  the   .vomen  questioned  were  directly  in 
charge  of  housekeeping;   only  1  out  of  10  had  a   full-time  servant,   and   2  out  of  10  a  oart- 
time  servant. 

It  is  significant  that  two   *oraen  out  of  every  five  were  fond  of  gardening.  This  increase 
in  gardening  interest  h  js  been  reflected  over  the  country  in  the  he  1  thy  development  of 
garden  clubs  wbich  have  become  active  sponsors  for  home  gardening  interests  in  hundreds 
of  American  communities.

Born  at  the  turn  of  the  century,   with  his  first  breath  he  began  to  soak  up  the  atmos  here 
of  that  small  world-within-a- world  which  is  the  English  public  school,   for  his  father 
was  a  schoolmaster.     By  the  time  he  was  seventeen  he  had  already  had  his  first  literary 
work  printed  in  the  Manchester  Guardian;   before  he  was  twenty  he  was  the  author  of  a 
novel,  written   vhile  he   »ms  an  undergraduate  at  Christ's  College,  Cambrid go.     Since  then 
he  mas  published  half  a  dozen  books—'  with  varying  degrees  of  success, •  he  says.   The 
present  abort  novel  or  long  story— call  it  .?hat  you    .ill—  reveals  a  mature   talent  that 
looks  as  if  it  had  definitely  arrived.

William  Roderick  James,   cowboy  author  and  artist,  was  born  June  6,1892,   in  a  covered 
wagon  which  had  halted  for  the  night  on  a  wind-swept  hill  in  Montana*     His  father,  of 
Scotch-Irish  descent,  was  a  cattle  herder   vho  was  en  route  from  his  native  Texas  to  Alberta, 
Canada.     Eis  mother,     lso  ^co ten- Irish  with  a   little  3  )onish  blood,  died  when  will  was 
about  a  year  old.  The    leath  of  his  father  when  he  ,?as  about  four  left  bin.  in  the  care  of  a 
French-Canadian  trasper,  Jean  Beaupre,   "Bopy." 

Altho  the  boy  was  much  too  small  to  mount  even  a   aony  alone,  he  and  Bopy  headed  for 
the    vilds  of  nrthea  stern  Canada  on  horseback  soon  after  the  death  of  the  elder  James.  He 
learned  the  art  of  making  camp  and  of  cooking,and  dame   to  enjoy  life  in  the  open  to  such 
an  extent  that  to  this  day  he  feels  confined  in  a  building. 

James  spent  his  boyhood  in  the  far  northwest,   alone  for  weeks  at  a  time  while  the  old 
trapper  was  ab3ent  on  fur  hunting  expeditions.     The  boy  taught  himself  to  read  and  write 
from  a  pile  of  old  magazines    vhich  lay  in  a  corner  of  the  cabin;   until  he    vas  fourteen, he 
says,  he  wrote  entirely  in  the  characters  of  printing.     His  artistes  bent  early  manifested 
itself  in  crude  drawings  on  the  walls  and  ceiling  of  the  cabin,   and  he  felt  himself  rich 
when  Bopy  brought  him  a  large  pad  of   :>aper.  Not  all  of  his  ti-e  was  spent  indoors,   for  he 
enjoyed   tramping  thru  the  woods,   and  particularly  riding  his  horse. 

One    'ay,   when  James    vas  about  fourteen,   the  trapper  went  to  ^et  a  pail  of  water.    4larmed 
by  his  failure  to  return  the  boy    look  for  him  and  found  his  fur   cap  besida  a  hole  in  the  ice; 
for  two  weeks  he  tried  to  recover  the  body  of  his  foster  father.      entirely  alone   in  the 
world,   with  about   fine  hundred  dollars,  Bopy* a  available  cash,  James  set  out  for  Montana, 
where  he  became  a  "wrangler'*  and  a  "night  hawk"  on  a  Circle  Diamond  ranch.  7or  twelve 
years  he  drifted  thru  the  west  as  a  cowboy,   from  Canada  to  Mexico,  winning  a  refutation  as 
an  expert  rider,    caoturing   ;ild  horses  and  breaking  them.     Several  months  were  soent  in 
Hollywood  making   ?ild  west  pictures.     His  ability  for  fancy  riding  was  also  responsible 
for  his  taking  a  prominent  part  in  rodeos. 

During  the   "orld    'far  James  was  a  member  of  the  Mounted  Scouts,  U.S.A.,  at  Camp     Kearney, 
California,  near  the  Mexican  borderline.     An  injury  to  his  side  from  a  pa  ticularly  vicious 
horse  practically  ended  his  riding  days  in  1920.  That  same  year  he  married  Alice  Conradt, 
of  Reno,  Nevada. 

The  accident  that  terminated  his  a  tive  cowboy  life  brought  into  the  foreground  the 
artistic  bent   that  had  begun  to    ~eveal  itself   ?hen  he  was  a  boy.     Recognition  was  slow  at 
first,  but  friends  helped  him  to  *$et  attention  from  editors  for  his  drawings,   and  his  work 
began  to  appear  in  magazines.  Horses  had  always  been  his  chief  interest,  and  most  of  his 
drawings  were  of  horses  in  motion.  He  comments  that  he  has  never  drawn  with  a  model  but 
always  from  memory,   even  tho  his  favorite  horse,  Smoky,  or  any  number  of  other  horses 
might  be  within  his  immediate  range  of  vision.    Presently  he  began  to  write  sketches  or  cow- 
boy life, expressed  in  their  lingo,   and  it  was  not  long  before  he  was  recognized  as  a  writer- 
artist  with  an  unusual  combination  of  talents. 

James  ha3the  assea^ance  of  a  typical  cowboy,  lean,   lithe,   and  tanned.   His  home  is  at 
Pryor,  Montana,   where  he  has  an  eight-thousand  acre  ranch.

Anna  Katharine  Oreen,   detective  story  writer,   died  on  April  11th  at   the  a.^e  of  88* 
She  gained  immediate  popularity  with  her  first  detective  story,  "The  Leavenworth  Case," 
published  in  1878,  in  which  she  established  the  formula  of  the  modern  detective  story, 
creating  the  "master  mind"  who  solves  the  murder  cases*     She  combined  remarkable  ability 
in  the  construction  of  plot  with  considerable  knowledge  of  criminal  law*     The  book  sold 
more   than  1,000,000  copies  and  was  dramatized  in  1892  with  her  husband,     Charles  Rohlfe, 
whom  she  had  married  in  1884,  in  the  leading  role.     'Then  she  was  a  girl  she  wanted  More 
than  anything  else  to  be  a  poet  and  continually  wrote  verses,   and  tried  to  make  people 
agree  with  her  that  she  could  write  good  verse.     However,  poetry  proved  unremunerative 
and  she  embarked  on  a  successful  prose  career* 

While  the  writing  of  mystery  stories  began  with  Poe,   the  writing  of  mystery  stories  of 
•  popular  aopeal  might  be  said  to  have  begun  '?ith  "The  Leavenworth  Case,"     The  next  great 
impulse  to  the  public's  interest  in  detective  stories  was  Conan  Doyle  with  his  ''Sherlock 
Holmes,"  and  from  1900  on  the  number  of  authors  writing  in  this  field  has  grown  steadily 
and  no  lessening  of  the  demand  is  in  sight* 

One  of  the  extraordinary  things  about  this  type  of  boo:    is  the  range  of  the  public  to 
whom  detective  stories  appeal,   from  the  heads  of  nations     to  the  corner  drug  store  custom- 
ters.

^ind  variety  of  readers,   and  even  the  range  of  the  latter  is  not  so  wide* 

Anna  Katharine  Green,  the  godmother  of  this  great  field  of  literature,  once  remarked 
that  "the  essentials  of  a  good  mystery  story  are,   first  of  all,  an  interesting  plot  with  a 
new  twist— a  queer  turn  that  has  never  before  been  attempted*      The  plot  should  be  so  clear 
and  concise  that  if  it  were  given  in  the  curt  language  of  a  telegram  it  should  be  interest- 
ing.    The  story  should  rise  in  steps  from  one  unfolding  to  another,   reaching  a  climax  that 
must  be  a  pleasant  surprise—never  a  disappointment*"     Hot  all  of  the  enormous  current 
output  measures  up  to  such  standards,  and  in  many  stories  there  is  too  much  padding  and 
little  invention,  but  still  the  element  of  suspense  and  the  following  of  tangled  threads 
holds  tl-j  interest,     and  more  people  will  probably  sit  down  today  to  a  detective  story  than 
to  any  other  kind  of  reading*

Ralph  Henry  Barbour  was  born  in  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  November  13,  lB^O.  My  father, 
Jame3  Henry  Barbour,   was  of  Colonial  and  Revolutionary  stock,  his  forebears  having  been, 
I  gather,  an  extremely     uritnnical  lot    vith  morbid  consciences,   oainfully  honest,   and 
opposed  to  nil  frivolities  o°  the  flush  or  spirt.   Those  qualities,  however,     'aned     orae- 
where  short  of  me. 

My  mother    yas  ^liza  eth  Mid die ton  Morgan,    ^hose  parents  arrived  from  Derbyshire, 
'ngland,   Just  in   time  for  her  to  be  born  in  Massachusetts.   She  was  a     ainter  of  considerable 
telent  and  that  fact  provided  a  distinctly  artistic  atmosphere  ror  my  boyhood.   I    vas  e 
ucated  in  the  public  schools  of  Cambridge,  the  Ne  w  church  nch  ol  at    ■althara,   end   thr  high- 
land Military  Academy  at    Worcester,  ^a  ^achusetts. 

At  about  the  age  of  seventeen,   in  ■pita  of  earlier  inclination  to  become  an  artist, 
I  broke  out   with  rhymes  and  jests  which,  over  the  nom  de  plume  of  "1  chard  still  man  "^owell, 
were    published  in  such  flippant  Journals  as  Life,  «uck,   and  Truth,  and  convinced  ne  that 
it     odd  be  a  waste  of  time  and  o;)ortunity  to  bother  further  with  an  education  onen 
editors'   checks   vere  so  aatoundingly  assy   to  obtain.     My  nother,  howeverT-my  father  had 
died    Then  I  was  twelve—  was  dubious  of  verse-writing  as  a  life's  oceuoation  and  I  consented 
to   try  real  work     nd   so  condescendingly  accepted  a  position  as  re  ;orter  on  a  Boston  evening 
vpa  er. 

'  *i     months  later,  having  been  discharged  for  cause,   I  '.vent  to  Denver,  Colorado,   and  for 

several  y  ars  found  employment  on  the     a  iera  there.     Again  out  of  a  job,  I  yearned  for  the 
open  so  ace  and  found  them  in  the  „iOrand  Valley  in  western  Colorado.     I  ranched  there  four 
years,  at  odd   times  pounding  out  short  stories  on  a  decrepit  typewriter.   Back  in  Denver, 
and  at  work  on  the  Times,  I  collaborated  with  a   brother  newapa  er  man,  L.K.Biekford,   and 
oroduced  my  part  of  a  first  book. 

Subsequently  I  went  to  Chicago  and  read  copy  on  the  Inter-Ocean;    and  from  there   to 
Thiladel  hia.   In  the   latter     ity,  at  the  age  of  twenty-eight,   I  finally   suceeded  in  tearing 
myself  away  from  newspapers,  ending  a  career  in       hich  I  had  variously  serve  I   as  leg-man, 
court  reporter,  literary  editor,   columnist,   corres  >ondent,  rewrite  man,    cartoonist,  end 
city  editor. 

My  release  wa     largely  fortuitous,    for  it  hamened  that  a  story  of  mine  for  boys 
published  in  St. Nicholas  j'asazine  caught  the  attention  of  nipley  Hitchcock,  literary  adviser 
for  D.Appleton  ad  Company*   It  was  "ioley  Hitchoock  who  had  seen   >o    iibillties  in  E    ?ard 
Noyes      /estcott's  David  Horum,  after  the  raano^criot  h~d  hen  declined  by  a  dozen  others, 
and  it     as  Ripley  Hitchcock  who  t  ought  he  saw  oossibilities  in  a  doubling  and   timorous 
young  man  named  Barbour.     The  immediate  result  of  our  meeting  in  the  old  build   ng  on  Fifth 
Avenue  was  The  Jialf-Back  (  mblished  1899)  which,   well  received  then,   is  now,   after  thirty- 
five  y.ars,   still  selling. 

Some  one-hundred-and- forty  other  books  have  followed  that,  all   but  a  score  or  so 
stories  for  boys;   or  boys  and   girls  if  yo     like.   It  has  required  fourteen  publish* ra  to 
cope  with  that  or>duction,   altho  the  D.  Apple  ton-Cent  ury  Company  is  responsible  for  the 
bulk  of  it.     I  have,   too,  contributed  at  least  ray  share  of  short  stories     to  the  roagazines, 
most  of  them  for  the  younger  generation — since,  having  accustomed  myself  to  viewing  life 
fror  the  Juvenile   point,  I  find  it  dif  icult  to     ee  it  from  the  grown-upa'   angle.   I  live 
in  Taraoa,  Florida,   and  am  happily  married  to  a  lady  ""no   corrects  ray  spelling,  reads  ray 
proofs,  beats  roe  at  tennis,   and  doesn*  t  mind  it  when  I  trarp  sn  id  into  the  house. 

Altho,  at  the  age  of  sixty-four  as  this  is  written,   I  seer  to  have  ar  ived  at  nowhere 
in  ^articular,  the  journey  has  been  on  the   who  e  very  pleasant,     erha  ,s  if  I  oo  Id  make  it 
a^ain  I'd  choose  a  different  a:d  more  luaaative  route,  but — well,   I  don't  know,  f'aybe  not. 
After  all  it  has  been  a  lot  of  fun. 

Ralph  lienry  Barbour  has  been  called  "the     ea     of  soorfc  story  writers  for  boys."  Fis 
ooks  have  been  favorites  with  two  generations  of  growing  Americans,   and  at  the  present 
writing  are  beginning  to  be  road  by  a  third.   The  Half-Back  alone  averaged  a  orintng  a 
year  for  more  t  an  thirty  years  and  is  sti.ll  in  steady  demand— a  truly  remarkable  tcsti  oni  £ 
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to   the  book* a  popularity  when  the   chmgea  in  manners  and  customs  that  occurred    vithin 
the  time  are  considered.  As  one  writer  hrjs  pointed  out,   "Football,  as  it  was  played 
when  The  Half-Back  was  written,  would  scarcely  be  recognized  if  seen  today*     An     yet, 
so   fundamentally  attuned  to  boy  life  ani  tho  boy  heart  id  this  tale  of  school  activit     s 
and  athletics  that  the  reader,  his  interest  compelled,  brushes  aside  the  elements  of  time 
and   the  game  regulations  of  yesterday, ■ 

Barbour  was  once  asked  to  select  his  ten  favorite  books  of  the  many  he  has  written.

Thoma3  Kd ward  Lawrence,  later  known  as  T.E.Shaw,  the  name  which  he  legalized 
in  192 \  British  soldier,  author,  arehaeol    sist,  traveler  and  translator,  die     in  "ngland 
on  May  19  th  fit  the  age  of  46.     He  was  best  known  as  'Lawrence  of  Arabia,"  the  man  who  freed 
the  Arabs  from  the  Turks  during  the  world  "?ar.     Before  the  war  was  over  he  had  had  one  of  ti 
the  most  amazing  careers  of  nny  roan  of  the  nineteenth  or  twentieth  century,   and  was  called 
the     i  *gle  important  military  genius  produced  by  the  .^rea     war.     Be  was  educate     at  the 
Oxford  High  school  and  at  the  University  of  Oxford.     Before  his  matriculation  he  was  already 
something  of  an  archaeologist,  had  traveled  over  most  of  England  and  France,   and     as  deeply 
read  in  military  strategy.     From  1910  to  1914  Lawrence  .ms  an  assistant  in  the  British 
Jfiuseum  excavations  at  Carchemish  on  the  Huohrates.     when  the  war  broke  out,  after  he  waa 
rejected  from  saving  on  the  ground  that  he  was  too    :hort,  he  joined   the  Cairo  branch  of 
the  British  Secret  Service,   and  was  of  iraraense  value  in  gathering  information  about  the 
military  operations  of  the  Turks  who  were  then  threatening  the  Suez  Canal  and  Egypt.   In 
fcfee    mm  year,   rje  was  made  a   •acond  lieutenant  in  the  Arabian  Army,  rising  to  lieute  ;ant- 
colonel  in  1918.   The  outbreak  of  the    irab  rebellion  against  the  Turks  in  1915  <*8ve  him  his 
great  opportunity  to  realize  ■  dream,  born  in  hi3  student  day8,  of  a  free  and  u  ited  Arabia. 
Hi8  victories,   against  forces  superior  numerically  and  in  experience,   and  his  stategies 
in  utterly  demoralising  tho  Turks,  a  e    to  remarkable  that  they  seen  like  the  inventions 
of  ficti  n.     In  1919  he    .as  the  chief   \rab  representative  at  the  British  Pel*    ation  "eace 
Conference.     It     a3  Vien  that  he  refused  a     eern?e  and   the  ,  .c.   in  protest  a  ?iin.  t  the 
peace  treaty,  and  his  dissatisfactions     ith  the  conclusions  reached  by    tho  conf.  r.  nee  re- 
sulted in  a  400,000  word  manuscript,  in   ;  lich  he  also  recounted  his  various  adventures. 
The  manuacri ->t   vas  lost,  but  Lawrence  rewrote   the  book  fron  me:  ory.     In  1926  it  was 
published  un  er  the  name  of  "The  °even     iilars  of     isdom"   in  a  United  edition  of  only 
eight  co)ies,  of    -hich  three  were  destroyed,  at  a  great  loss.     It  is  one  of  the  rarest,, 
costliest  and  most  orized  of  books.   To  pay  for  the  loes  he  u     illingly  consented  to  the 
jublicatlon  of  "Revolt  in  the  Daaeart,"  an  abridgement    /hich  he  made  in  three  days.  The 
book   vas  published  in  19°7  and  had  an  enthusiastic  critical  reception  and    *ent     trough 
many  edit  ons.     Until  last  year  he    7as  a  private  in  the    .ir  Corps,   serving  under  the 
name  of  Star,  a  name  which  he  had  nade  legally  his  on  in  1927.     He    ma  ai  able  linguist, 
speai.ing  many  European  languagea  as    veil  as  several  Arabic  dialects.     His  last  lite  ary 
work    /a3  a  orose  translation  of  Homer's    'Odyssey, "   designed  by  Bruce  Rogers,   which  ^speared 
in  1932,    the  tventy-eighth  translation  of  the  classic  into  ^n-jlish.     He  also  wrote     The 
"ilderneas  of  Zin'  and  "Egyptian  and  Assyrian  Antiquities'  in  collaboration   ~ith  CL.'Tooley.

His 
ajpeari.nce  in  the   field  of  the  novel,  according  to  his  own  account,   was  by  sheer  accident: 
"While  working  on  a  series  of  essays  on  •Personality  ^.^pansion  Thru    Tivate    nh  i  Ian  thro  ny,1 
it  occurred  to  me  that  more  peoole    vould  read   the  book  if  it  were  done  in  a  story.

Magnificent  Obsession  sold  rapidly  in  the  United  states  and  Canada  without  sny  ballyhoo  or 
ssectacular  advertising,  and  wont  thru  tw>  lve   printings  in  thirteen  months.    — ur  years 
after  sublimation  it  mfl  still  on  best-seller  lists. 

In  1920     ouglas  went  to  a  new  pastorate  at  St. James  United  church,  Montreal,  Canada. 
Heartene     by  the    success  of  his  first  novel,  ho  wrote    snother  entitled  torsive  Tjs  Our 
Trespasses,   which  he  calls  "a  3tory  of  the  ?ur,sation  of  a  young  cynic.      It  was  likewise  a 
best-seller.   7   uglas  commented:  "Most  reviewers  are  agreed  that   the  author  has  done  a   clumsy 
piece  of  work,  and    ;onder  that   the  thing  i3  read."

Publisher's  Weekly • 
On  a  oertain  Sunday  in  May,  at  11*20  P.M. ,  the  Chlcagoan  pulled  out  of  Qrand  central 
Station  headed  for  the  Metropolis  of  the  Middle  West  with  its  freight  of  sleeping 
human  beings*  And  the  next  morning,  as  soon  as  the  porters  had  finally  folded  away  the 
berths,  a  surrey  of  the  reading  matter  of  the  travelers  on  th     train  began* 

Previously,  the  permission  of  the  Pullman  conductor  had  been  obtained  to  conduct  the 
survey,    vith  the  proviso  that  the  passengers  be  not  bothered  with  interviews  save  to  ask 
them  what  they  were  reading*  The  necessity  for  that  did  not  occur  very  often;   the  titles 
of  all  the  varied  papers,  magazines,  and  books  that  were  aboard  were  visible* 

In  the  possession  of  a  total  of  one  hundred  and  thirty-nine  Pullman  passengers  on 
this  train,   there  were  observed  seven  books*  Among  all  that  miscellany  of  prosperous 
people— prosperous  they  must  have  been  for  the  most  part-* were  they  not  traveling  by 
Pullman,  when  they  might  have  saved  half  the  fare  traveling  by  bus?— amons  all  that   col- 
lection of  bankers  and  brokers,  sale  anen  and  professional  men,  only  seven  books  were  found* 

One  was  a  mystery— lilgnon  Eberhardt's  "House  on  the  Roof".     The  stout  and  impeccably 
dressed  gentleman  who  was  reading  it  could  hardly  take  his  eyes  from  the  page  long  enough 
i  to  direct  the  carrying  of  a  tall  glass  to  his  mouth*   That  was  in  the  club  car* 

Two  were  westerns--" The  Feud  of  the  Cattle  King"  and  "The  Tenderfoot*  "     They  were 
resting  on  the  dining  car  table  while  their  proprietors,   two  more  highly  prosperous-appear- 
ing men  of  affairs,  ate  their  dinner  and  coversed  heatedly  a' out  Henry— we  were  passing 
through  Detroit  at  the  time... 

Deeping* s  "Smith,"  a  reprint  of  a  Kathleen  Norris  novel,  Gerald  Could9 s  "Isnbel" 
(a  remainder)  and   a  fresh  new  copy  of  "How  in  November"  made  up  the   list*  Not  a  book  of 
non- fiction  among  them;  not  even  a  biography* 

The  next  class  above  the  book-readers  in  number  was  a  g  oup  of  unhappy  people,  number- 
ing eighteen,  who  were  doing  nothing*  Of  these,  ho  waver,  four  were  mothers  with  fractious 
and  noisy  infants;   they  were  not  counted  in  the  averages,   for  they  may  have   wished  very 
sincerely  to  read  some  good  book  but  the  demands  of  their  offspring  forbade  any  such 
relaxation*   The  other  fourteen  just  sat*     They  looked  out  of  the  windows  and  pas  ively 
surveyed  the  kaleidoscopic  scenery.     Judging  from  their  general  air  of  moderate  prosperity, 
I  do  not  doubt  they    ould  read  if  the  necessity  arose* 

The  rest  of  the  passengers  of  the  train  fell  into  two  nearly  equal  groups j   the  newspaper 
readers  and  the  magazine  readers*   There  were  fifty«eight  newspapers— Sunday  editions  all, 
bulky  and  full  of  variegated  columns  of  reading  matter— and  fifty-six  magazines.  And  all, 
it  may  be  added,  were  in  use*     It  must  be  admitted  that  by  far  the  majority  of  the  passen- 
gers were  industrious. 

Newspapers  were,  as  mentioned,  in  a  slight  majority;  and  among  the  papers  the  Times, 
of  course,  was  far  in  the  lead  numerically.  There  were  twice  as  many  copies  of  the  Times 
as  there  were  of  the  next  contender,  which  was  the  New  York  .American*  There  were  twenty- 
three  copies  of  the  Times  and  t  *elve   copies  of  the  American*The  New  York  Daily  News  was 
next  with  nine,  and  the  Herild  Tribune  a  surprisingly  bad  last,   among  New  York  papers, 
with  only  four.  The  balaioe  cf  the  number  was  scattered  among  copies  of  the  various  local 
papers  of  Buffalo,  Detroit,  and  Chicago* 

I  noticed,  incidentally,   that  a  Detroit  paper— the  Free  Press,  I  believe— carried  an 
extra  section  in  which  was  printed  a  complete  novel— just  one  more  element  of  competition 
for  the  struggling  booktradel 

The  poor  showing  of  the  Herald  Tribune  was  paralleled  in  an  equally  low  rating  among 
magazines  for  that  other  outpost  of  hardshell  Republicanism,  the  Saturday  Evening  post. 
Collier's  led  the  van  with  seven  copies  aboard,  whereas  of  the  Post  there  were  only  two 
copies  visible* 

Next  to  collier's  came  Time,  with  five  copies*  Then  came  the  American  Magazine  and 
Redbook,  two  hardy  perennials  of  fiction,  with  four  each;  Cosmopolitan  and  the  Reader's 
Digest,  with  three  each;  Ballyhoo,  Esquire,  Life,  and  the  Saturday  Evening  Post  with  twv 
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each;  and  a  ruck  of  single  copies  bringing  up  the  rear.  These  were:  Liberty,  Doc  lavage. 
Hew  Republic,  Ladies1  florae  Journal,  flood  Housekeeping,  Woman* s  Borne  Companion,  vogue. 
Popular  Mechanics,  Breezy  Stories,  and  Delineator* 

How,  for  all  I  know,  a  professor  of  philosophy  may  have  been  hiding  behind  that  copy 
of  Breezy  Stories   (he  looked  it),  and  an  Important  Official  may  have  been  relieving  the 
tediua  with  that  strangely  nwaed  pulp.  Doc  Savage,  but  even  so,   the  results  of  the 
survey  did  nothing  to  counteract  the  general  impression  that  whatever  we  may  be,  we  are 
not,  as  a  nation,   good  book  buyers  or  readers*

It  is  not  the  attraction  of  the  plot    /hich  draws  them  back  after  all  these  years,  and 
then  draws  them  on  and  on  until   they  again  have  read  all  their  favorite  chapters.

And  afterwards  we  would  watch  the  lonesoroenesr.  of 
the  river,  and  kind  of  lazy  along,  and  by  and  by  lazy  off  to  sleeu.       'ake  up  by  and  by,  and 
look  to  see  what  done   it,  and  maybe  see  a  steamboat  coughing  along  up-stream,   so  far  off 
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towards  the  other  side  you  couldn't  tell  nothing  about  her  only  whether  she  was  a  stern- 
wheel  or  side-wheel;    then  for  about  an  hour  there  wouldn't  be  nothing  to  hear  nor  nothing 
to  see  -  just  solid  lonesomeness.

If  you  have  traveled  much  in  foreign   parts  you  will  kaow  that  there  are  seven  Americans 
of  fiction  -  seven  of  your  countymen  of  the  .*orlc    of  the  imagination  -  who  are  knovn  abroad 
as  well  as  Ulysses,  Harriet,  Faust  and  Don  Quixote  are  known.     Two  of  those  Americans  are 
Tom  Sawyer  and  Huck  Finn.     The  other  five  are  Rip  Van    ;inKle,  Leather     tocking,   Uncle  Tom, 
Uncle  Pemus  and  Benjamin  Franklin's  Poor  Richard. 

Tom  and  Huck  have  become   vorld-citizens  because  of  the  enormous  reality  of  the   scenes 
amid  which  they  move.     In  a  sense  they  are  not  the   central  figures  of  the   story  but  the 
puppets  of  its  central  figure.     That  figure  is  the  most  insistent  force  on  this  continent  - 
the  Mississippi  Piver.     The  humans  of  the  tale  are  wisps  and  straws  with  which  the  river  plays 
as  it  listeth.     Upon  its  current, whimsical,  ruthless,   now  ugly,  no-   beautiful,  Mark  Twain 
turns  adrift  a  white  boy  aged  fourteen  (Huck), and  a  negro  slave   ("Nigger  Jim")  whose  puroose 
is  to  escape     to  the  Illinois  shore  where  he  will  be  free,   and  to  work  in  the  North  until  he 
has  saved   sufficient  money  to  buy   the  freadoa  of  his  wife  and   child. 

The  period  is  a  summer  in  the  decade  1834-44  -    <robably  nearer  '44  than  »34,   and  the 
scene  is  eleven  hundred  miles  of  the  Mississippi  and  it3  bordering  towns  and  plantations  in 
Missouri,   Illinois,  Kentucky,   Tennessee,  Arkansas,  and  Mississippi. 

That   i;    the  huge  canvas  of  the  story. 

To  grasp  its  epic  scale,   study  the  map. 
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To  set  a  boy  and  a  serrant  adrift  on  1,100  miles  of  one  of  the  world's  great  rivers; 
to  east  then  now  and  again  ashore  in  half  a  dozen  commonwealths  which  In  any  other  land 
would  be  premier  kingdoms;   to  have   than  encounter  gentry   and  harlequins,  and  gamesters, 
and  boatmen,  and  wastrels,  and  drunkards,  and  feudists,   and  good   wonen;    to  make  them  face 
peril    /ith  a  good  heart  and  absurdities  with  a  quiet  philosophic  m.ind,  and  meet    *ith    fortitude 
hard  tests  of  honor;   and  finally   to  end  their  voyage    *ith  a  madcap  extravaganza  directed  by 
their  friend  Tom     awyer  -  such  is  the   far  flung  scenario  of  "The  Adventures  of  Huckleberry 
Finn."     Irvin  Cobb  was  right  when  he  called  it  "the  Odyssey  of  the  'ississippij" 

Mark  Twain  printed  a  warning  "Notice"  on  a  prefatory  m^e  of  hi  a   story.    It  was:     "Persona 
attempting  to   find  a  motive  in  this  narrative   will  be  prosecuted;    persons  attempting  to  find 
a  roral  in  it  will  be  banished;   persons  a '".tempting  to  fine  a  plot  in  it  will  be    -hot." 
_        The  story  is  nevertheless  el^se  can  pact  of  motive,  moral  and   slot. 

The  motive  is  the  exaltation     f  the   new  spirit  of  a  new  empire  -  the   spirit  of  what  has 
been  called  Mark's  "s  und,  breezy,  Tississippi  ''alley  American! snu" 
The  moral  is  the  preciousness  and  beauty  of  loyalty. 

The  plot  ia   the  old,  old  Homeric  mechanism  which,  ever  sroducing  fresh  surprises  under 
t  e  magic  touch  of  soets  and   tellers  of  tales,   shows  men  ho?;  other  men  in  hard   straits  have 
failed  or  have  succeeded  in  their  struggle    7ith  moral  issues,  have  come  to  shipwreck  and 
shame  or  have  got  safe  as!  ore.

He  is  an  authentic  expression  of  the  kind  of 
American   that  leads  forlorn  hopes;   our  Starka  and  Picketts  and  Ousters  and  Hobsons  and  Lind- 
berghs;   the  kind  tnat  says,   "Dern  the  dern  fog,"  and  presses  on  -  not  unwilling  to  rattle    tin 
pans  if  that  will  make  for  either  exhilaration  or  safety.     ^o  heroics  in  luck,  but  genuine, 
beautiful  heroism,   inarticulate  withal* 

Buck's  character  is  grounded   in  the  virtue  ahieb  ia   the  most  comprehensive  of  the  virtues

cause  the  perfect  practice  of  it  necessarily  bringj  into  play  most  of  the  other  virtues. 
He  is  loyal.  As  a  I  oral  figure  he  i^  aorified  by  his  gallant  exercise  of  the  virtue  which 
honor-  alike  htm  who  ,josse3ses  it  and  hira  Who  benefits  by  it. 

Euck'^  decision  to  be  lo;  al  in  Ate  of  hell,  a  region  concerning  which  his  views  were 
vivid,  is  made  known  in  a  chapter  that  isone  of  the  greatest  unfoldings  of  spiritual  stress 
in  American  literature.
